This was the fourth report of 
unfounded abuse she has caused to be made to DCFS which false reporting 
interferes with his relationship with the child and his visitation with the child. That 







when he has the child, Respondent calls each time to the Peru Police requesting 

a wellness check which requires a visit by a police officer to Petitioner's home 

and interferes with his visitation time with the minor child. Each report of a 

wellness check has been unfounded and are a pattern of harassment by 
Respondent.. 

5. Her actions are a deliberate attempt to deprive Petitioner visitation rights 
WHEREFORE, the Petitioner, KEVIN R. KRAMER, prays: 

A. For the entry of a Rule to Show Cause requiring, the Respondent, 
JULIA C. EICKMEIER, to appear and show cause, if any has, why she should not 
be held in willful contempt of this Court; 

B. For an award of attorneys' fees necessitated by the willful conduct of 
the Respondent in violation of the Joint Parenting Agreement; and 

C. For such other relief as this Court deems just.
